He has also been a coach. 
Anderson has been the head 
volleyball coach at Wilmington 
High School for the past 15 
seasons.

years, as well as working as 
assistant softball coach for five 
years at Tewksbury High. 

"It was a very difficult task 
coaching two different sports at 
two competing high schools," 
Anderson noted. 

Yet while he says he will miss 
coaching immeasurably, he is 
looking to bring his positive 
experiences as a coach and teacher 
to his new, broader role as an 
administrator. 

"Being a teacher, coach, friend - 
that’s a tough thing to give up,” he 
said.

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The town hopes to hasten work on 
the Nichols Street area, where 
parents of school-age children have 
protested over unsafe walking 
conditions to the Shawsheen School, 
through new Chapter 90 monies 
from the state, which can now be 
used for projects such as sidewalks. 

For now, the town will 
concentrate on High Street and 
Wildwood Street. 

"Hopefully, if everything goes 
right, by November, we'll have 
both sidewalks done," Palmer 
stated. 

The sidewalks will be five feet 
wide, with three foot grass plots 
between the walks and the street. 
There are two reasons for the grass 
plots, Palmer said when asked~ "it 
looks good and it gives us a place to 
put snow in the wintertime." 
“The-town- is*consfructing® the 
sidewalks, itself, as opposed to 
bidding the work out to contractors. 
This will save money, Caira said, as 
well as allow the town to negotiate 
with property owners if necessary. 

But Caira made it clear the town 
will be as cooperative as possible 
and, invited concerned residents to 
work potential problems out with 
him, Palmer, Assistant Town 
Manager Jeff Hull and Town 
Engineer Harold Gillam, 

“We want to be able to continue 
this project throughout the town and 
we don't want to start off on the 
wrong foot," Caira said.

Palizzolo said the school 
committee plans on using monies 
from its existing budget to fund the 
additional bus until they can meet 
with the finance committee to 
secure funding for the rest of the 
year. A joint meeting with the two 
boards has been scheduled for 
September 13. 

Bus leases cost $136 per day, or 
approximately $25,000 for a school 
year. Palizzolo said the school 
committee will seek reimbursement 
from the finance committee for the 
roughly $5,000 they will spend to 
obtain a bus through October. 

"We'll fund it through October 
and hopefully get some funds from 
the finance committee for the rest of 
the year," Palizzolo said. 

Palizzolo suggested Tuesday that 
Transportation Coordinator James 
Gillis would have to redesign at 
least some of the existing bus routes. 

Several parents approached the 
committee last Wednesday with 
concerns for their children’s safety. 
Because the Nichols Street area is 
within a mile-and-a-half of the 
Shawsheen Elementary School, it 
was determined that the students 
living in that area would not have 
access to busing to and from school.

At that time, Palizzolo described 
the town of Wilmington as a town 
with "severe financial hardships.” 

Last Wednesday, the school 
committee explained collectively 
that their FY 95 budget simply 
could-not be expanded to.cover the 
cost of additional transportation. 

But after listening to several 
appeals, the committee decided to 
set up a meeting with the finance 
committee in order to acquire the 
much needed funding for an 
additional bus. 

"I have no problem going to the 
finance committee and asking them 
for money," Palizzolo said last 
week. "But I guarantee that they'll 
put up a fight." 

Committeeman Brad Jackson was 
hesitant to agree to the meeting with 
the finance committee. Initially, 
Jackson announced that he felt that 
any acquired funds would be better 
this hole that the school system's 
in?"

Palizzolo said last Wednesday. "We 
lost in an override.”

‘The Captain visits a Liberty $

It was a trip back into the history 
of World War II. 

The Liberty Ship John W. Brown 
was in Boston recently for a five 
day visit, There are only two ships 
today that continue as Liberty Ships, 
to fly the flag of the United States, 

Should “a man who had 
commanded Liberty Ships for more 
than a few cruises during Wetjd 
War IT resist an offer of a ride to the 
US Navy Yard to visit that ship? 

That offer came from Stuart 
Neilson, the young man who does 
most of the work in the publishing 
of the Town Crier. Stu is the person 
who keeps the machinery going, and 
who drives his dad around because 
his dad has passed the age in which 
he can drive a car. Stu and his dad 
visited the Boston Navy Yard 
September 26, 

The Brown proved to be more 
modern than were the ships 
commanded by this writer. There 
was a little more armor around the 
wheelhouse. There were other 
changes, 

An objective of this trip was to a 
photo of the Number Three hatch, 
the scene in an event which he calls 
‘The Officer who stayed up All 
Night!" 

It occurred early in 1944, That 
officer was a passenger on the SS 
Benjamin Goodhue, on a voyage 
from Baltimore to the 
Mediterranean. The Goodhue was 
carrying 505 soldiers, of whom 455 
were enlisted men, living in #1 and 
#2 hatches, on the fore deck. 

Number three hatch, also on the 
foredeck, was just forward of the 
midship house. Officers, lieutenants 
and captains lived in the Number 
Three hatch area. 

Number Four hatch was aft (back 
of) the midships house, and was the 
area in which Army personnel were 
fed and in which a few higher 
ranking officers lived. 

Call him Lieutenant Hooper. He 
was an officer who was not a 
passenger, but who had the job of 
making certain that all went well, 
He was a lively man, who made 
certain of everything in which he 
was concerned.

Ocean fish are and 
the problem won't go away unless 
drastic action is taken, Bottom fish 
such as cod, pollack, flounder, et 
al, are getting hard to find off the 
Atlantic coast. Bad news. 

‘What does that mean to us? Not 
much, really -- unless you happen 
to enjoy eating fish. Then the fish 
shortage becomes a BIG problem. 

The price of most ocean fish (if 
you haven't checked lately) is out 
of sight. Even cod, traditionally a 
fish for folks who couldn't afford 
any better, is now more expensive 
than steak. No kidding. 

Someday, and soon, you might 
not be able to buy ocean fish at all. 

But there is an alternative! Fresh 
water produces plenty of fish, and 
the best “eating” fish are ignored 
by most anglers, Fishing for bass 
is fun, but fishing for yellow and 
white perch, crappie, catfish and 
bluegill is more productive. You 
can put a fine meal on the table for 
the cost of a dozen worms. 

There is a catch, however. The 
fsih in stores "dressed" but if you 
catch it yourself you have to clean 
it yourself, Cleaning fish is drudge 
work, but it needs to be done, 

If you have a weak stomach, you 
might want to go read the editorial 
Page. We're about to get messy. 

In my tadpole days, I used a meat 
cleaver to clean fish. Off came the 
head and the fins, gut it, scrape off 
the scales, then wash it. Done, 

‘That blunt strategy still works on 
trout, although I prefer to just gut 
a trout and rinse it off. For‘most 
other species of freshwater fish, 
however, I have since discovered 
the subtle joys of a fillet knife, thin 
and flexible and honed to shaving- 
sharpness, and I'll never go back 
to swinging a cleaver. Never. 

Bony, scaled fishes, such as blue- 
gill, perch and crappie, require a 
little artistry with the fillet knife. 
Cleanly filleting a fish is a skill of 
some worth, but be advised that if 
word gets out that you can fillet 
fish, you might permanently lind 
the job of fish cleaner. (Make sure 
somebody else knows how to use a 
fillet knife before you volunteer!) 

Filleting a fish cleanly is a four- 
step process. "Cleanly" means you 
don't waste any meat in the fillet 
process, not how your hands look 
when you're‘done. Also, I prefer 
to clean fish that are still alive, or 
dead by minutes only, Long-dead 
fish are inflexible and difficult to 
work with. 

Step one is getting the meat away 
from the skeleton of the fish. I lay 
a fish on its side, and make a deep 
cut just behind the gill cover, all 
the way to the spine, Next, I slide 
the knife along the spine, feeling 
for bone the entire time, from the 
head to the very end of the tail. It's 
impossible to remove the entire 
fillet with one pass of the knife, so 
expect to make several cuts as you 
lift the meat away, slice by slice. 
Keep the knife against the bone to 
prevent loss of meat. Cutting your 
way around the rib cage is difficult 
at best, but think about where the 


t knife - 


bones are and you're set. Keep 

knife against bone at all, re hee to 
avoid wasting any meat. Then flip 
the fish and repeat the process. 

Step two is removing the skin 
from the meat. I lay the fillet skin- 
side down, and the tail end 
of the skin with a fingernail I try 
to slice the knife between the skin 
and the meat. Keep a down angle 
on the knife, to "scrape" the meat 
off the skin, but not too high an 
angle or you'll break the skin. 

Step three is removing the tiny 
line of "Y" bones from the fillet, 
found where the ribs meet the fat 
strip of meat from the back of the 
fish. I make two cuts, a quarter- 
inch apart, to. remove the line of Y 
bones, I do lose a little meat, but 
it's better to lose meat than to upset 
your dinner guests, 

Step four is rinsing off the fillet, 
and manually feeling every inch of 
meat for any stray bones, I might 
have cut off a rib, or nipped one of 
the spines, and that final act of 
feeling the fillet for bones leaves 
me confident that the fish I am 
serving is safe to give to an infant. 

Last week, I cleaned ten crappie 
in just over an hour with my fillet 
knife. Unfortunately, I caught the 
fish a few hours after the trash had 
been collected, and the cans were 
QH so vile for the next few days. 
Eye-watering indeed! 

Cleaning catfish, on the other 
hand, calls for both a sharp knife 
and a pair of pliers. Yup, pliers. 
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Holding the fish securely by the | 


head, I cut through the skin all the 
way around the body, just behind 
the gills. Slice through the skin 
from the head to the tail along the 
back, cutting around every fin. 
Then I grab the skin with the pliers 
and tear it off. If all goes well, the 
skin peels off like a glove. After 
the skin is removed, cut off the 
fins, gut the fish, then pop the head 
off and rinse it out completely. 

The catfish and trout that you see 
in the stores were raised on farms, 
by the way. Freshwater fish cannot 
be caught commercially, but they 
can sometimes be raised on tank 
farms with good results. 

If they decide to shut down the 
ocean fisheries to let the fish stock 
rebuild, rest assured that the ponds 
have plenty of delicious fish that 
are yours for the eating. Learn the 
art of filleting, and you're all set.

Pumping iron at age 90? 


Pumping iron at 90? Is there 
really any point? Absolutely, 
according to a new study reported 
in the June 23 issue of the New 
England Journal of Medicine. In 
fact, frail people in their 80s and 
90s became stronger and more 
mobile with high intensity weight 
training in a clinical trial conducted 
by Maria Fiatarone, M.D. at the 
Hebrew Rehabilitation Center for 
Aged, a long term care facility in 
Boston. 

Fiatarone and her colleagues 
found that a carefully designed 
Program of strength training for the 
muscles of the hips and knees can 
counteract muscle weakness in very 
old people,Ultimately, this type of 
intervention could be a key to 
reducing disability and its costs as 
people .age, and may help delay 
entry into a nursing home 
altogether, 

The study found an average 113 
percent increase in muscle strength 
among the participants, compared 
with three percent improvement in 
people who did not take part in the 
exercise program. The exercisers 
experienced a 12 percent increase in 
walking speed and a 28 percent 
increase in stair climbing power. 
People in the exercise group even 
showed an increase in their levels of 
spontaneous activity, such as 
walking to meals and participating

The original Red Men's bass drum is saved 


By KEN MAGUIRE 

Wakefield's Dick Bayrd 
recently received a telephone 
call from'a friend who works at 
the town's Americal Civic 
Center. Down in the basement, 
beneath a couple of decades 
worth of dust, was a drum, cym- 
bals and a few hundred pages of 
music, 

One look was all Bayrd need- 
ed. He knew the bass drum his 
buddy uncovered was the same 
one used back in the 1930s, 40s 
and 50s by the once-famous 
Improved Order of Red Men's 
Band, from the Wahpatuck tribe 
number 54, | 

"T never knew what happened 
to it," Bayrd said of the historic 
drum. "Nobody knew where it 
was," He has since donated the 
findings| to the Wakefield 
Historical Commission. 

“When I saw the drum, I said 
‘son of a gun," Bayrd said. "It 
wasn't going to stay there and 
we're not going to let some 
other band go out there and use 
it. It's now there for the people 
of Wakefield to have an original 
memorial of the Improved Order 
of Red Men's Band." 

It was back in the 50s when 
the original Improved Order of 
Red Men's Band split up. 
Bayrd's father, Edward Leonard 
"Eagle Claw" Bayrd, did not see 


eye to eye with other band lead- 
ers over various issues and the 
result was the formation of the 
Red Men's Band (excluding the 
"Improved Order") out of 
Melrose. Bayrd suspects the 
bass drum went the way of the 
new band. 

Differences were never really 
smoothed out. In fact, Bayrd 
ended up suing the Melrose out- 
fit for using the same name, Red 
Men's._Band. So, with differ- 
ences abound, the drum, cym- 
bals and sheets of music made 
their way into hiding. 

"I had every right to take it 
(the drum) away," said Bayrd, 
whose parents were longtime 
owners of the Trading Post at 
the head of Lake Quannapowitt. 
Bayrd said the items officially 
belong to the national Improved 
Order of Red Men and always 
have. However, he doubts the 
national group would put up a 
fight to acquire the drum, which 
has so much local historical 
interest in Wakefield. 

The drum itself (see accom- 
panying photo) was in pretty 
good shape when Bayrd 
retrieved it from the Americal 
Civic Center. "It was in good 
shape," he said. "Even the drum 
heads were in good shape." 

Bayrd won't be entering the 
drum in any marching band

Police state in 
Wakefield? 


To raise community aware- 
ness, advance community polic- 
ing and underline the mutually 
dependent relationship between 
the community and the police 
foree, Wakefield Police Chief 
Stephen Doherty has announced 
the formation of a “Citizens 
Police Academy.” 

“The community needs to 
understand what the Depart- 
ment is doing, what the 
Department has the capacity to 
do and just as importantly, what 
the Department is unable to do 
and why,” says Doherty in the 
Wakefield editiori of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

‘Toward that end, the CPA will 
meet for eight weeks, one night 
a week for two hours, to 
“demonstrate to interested citi- 
zens the operations of the 
Department.” Topics will 
encompass domestic violence, 
traffic laws, chéck and credit 
card fraud, and personal and 
home security. The course will 
culminate with an academy

assistance is included whenever 
and wherever possible. The 
Wakefield Police Department

This year, officers distributed 
business cards so that victims, 
witnesses and citizens could 
contact police people familiar 
with their cases and neighbor- 
hoods.

Route 62> resur- 
faces- Or should 
that be re:surfaces? 


Route 62 is in the’ news in 
North Reading where the 


Department of Public Works is 
drafting a preliminary design 
for the route’s renovation from 
Kitty’s to Middleton, a design 
which could be accomplished 
with $1.5 million in federal 
funds, according to the North 
Reading “Transcript,” 


In June, the Mass. Highway 
Department, responsible for dis- 
pensing federal funds to cities 
and towns, has approved North 
Reading’s initial, request for 
$485,000 in non-federal aid fund- 
ing. Next, the town will provide 
that department with a prelimi- 
nary design and cost estimate 
addressing the deficiencies on 
Route 62 which the town would 
like to improve. 

North Reading DPW Director 
David Hanlon considers $485,000 
to resurface 4.5 miles of road- 
way a “bare” minimum. In fact, 
he has since scaled the project 
upward to $1.5 million, reason- 
ing, according to the 
“Transcript,” that he should 
seize this opportunity to 
advance a “very objective esti- 
mate” based on the town’s 
needs. 


The funds are available under 
the 1991 Infrastructure 
Transportation Enabling Act; 
and according to Hanlon, feder- 
ally-funded highway projects 
are approved on a first-come, 
first-serve basis. 


Assuming that everything 
came perfectly to pass, an opti- 
mistic timetable would be to 
engineer the project this winter, 
start construction in mid-sum- 
mer of ‘95 and finish by the 
spring of ‘96.

school kid. He grew up with the 
band until entering the military 
in the early 50s. By the time he 
returned home his dad had split 
with the original group and the 
Melrose faction had taken 
shape. 

The Bayrd family is itself a 
historic group in Wakefield. Dick 
Bayrd's ancestors were among 
the first settlers of the First 
Congregational Church. Its first 
New England chapter was 
founded in Wakefield. The 
church is located at the south- 
ern end of Lake Quannapowitt. 
In addition, ancestors of Dick's 
wife Phyllis came to the 
colonies on the Mayflower. 

As for the Improved Order of 
Red Men, the group is no longer 
active in Wakefield, although it 
is a national fraternal order. 

"There was no interest in 


Wakefield to further the organi- 
zation," said Bayrd, who serves 
on his hometown's Board of 
Appeals, is a Constable and is a 
Justice of the Peace, all at the 
same time. "Fraternal organiza- 
tions reach their peak when 
times are hard. These organiza- 
tions are cyclical." 

Membership dwindled, but 
the bills didn't. 

"We didn't have a hall any- 
more," Bayrd explained of the 
local chapter's demise several 
years ago. "We weren't getting 
any dues. This is why the Red 
Men's organization went down 
the tubes, as many fraternal 
organizations do." 

So, with no interest among 
Wakefield residents, Bayrd was 
one of five remaining members 
who gave their group's charter 
back to the national organiza- 
tion. Dick then went on to join 
the Sagahew tribe of the 
Improved Order of Red Men.

Dick Bayrd has married "well 
over 100" couples, but only three 
have been full-fledged American 
Indian marriages. In the cere- 


remain in a specified “holy cir- 
cle" during the ceremony. 

If it's really authentic, a med- 
icine man will be on hand to 
deliver chants. Bayrd is decked 
out in full head-dress and a 
judge's robe. The important 
thing is purity. If anyone in the 
wedding party steps out of the 
holy circle, he or she must be 
"purified" (smugged again) to 
be allowed back in. 

And, as politically incorrect 
as it may sound, a woman can- 
not be "pure" if she is in the 
midst of her menstrual cycle, 
according to Bayrd. "If a woman 
is not clean, you're not puri- 
fied,” he said. 

Bayrd performs his 
traditional American Indian 
weddings using an Eagle feath- 
er, which requires a federal per- 
mit to possess. He sometimes 
lectures in local schools about 
Indian heritage and reports that 
youngsters are quite interested 
in Indian history. 

Bayrd notes, however, that 
history books must be viewed 
with a keen eye. "History is fla- 
vored by the man who writes it," 
he said. As an example, Dick 
notes that General George 
Armstrong Custar is deemed a 
hero in the eyes of many. Bayrd 
calls Custar a "bigot, bully" and 
murderer of many Indian 
women and children. 


In addition to historical inter- 
est in Indians, some thieves 
recently took an interest in a 
large, fiberglass, handmade 
Indian-head show-piece that 
stood for years in front of the 
Trading Post by Lake 
Quannapowitt. The Post closed 
in 1991 after Bayrd's mother 
died and two years after his dad 
died. The show-piece, designed 
and made by Bayrd, was valued 
at $5,000.

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Real estate sales on the climb | 


Sales of both single family 
homes and condominiums in 


greater Boston surged upward 
27 percent during the first half 
of 1994 when compared with the 
same time a year ago, accord- 
ing to figures released by the 
Greater Boston Real Estate 
Board’s (GBREB) Multiple 
Listing Service (MLS). The 
Realtor group also reported that 
prices rose moderately for both 
single family homes and condo- 
miniums in the first six months 
of the year, up 2.7 percent for 
single family homes and eight 
percent for condominiums. 

Real estate board officials 
said that the most startling 
aspect of the home sale figures 
in that they rose so decisively 
when compared with 1993, a 
record sales year during which 
more than, 11,000 single family 
homes were sold in the region. 

GBREB President William W. 
Austin, Jr. of Austin Associates 
Realtors in Medway predicted 
that single family home sales 
will not sustain the robust pace 
of the first six months, identify- 
ing interest rate hikes as the 
biggest obstacle now facing the 
housing market. He said, 
“Demand is stronger than ever,” 
and cited MLS figures showing 
continuing improvement in 
pending sales for both condo- 
miniums and multi-family 
homes, versus a recent down- 
turn in pending sales for single 
family homes. 

He called condominiums and 
triple-deckers, “our affordable 
home ownership alternative,” 
and said that buyers were still 
choosing home ownership, but 
that higher interest rates were 
forcing some to compromise and

Babysitting 

Babysitting is a course pre- 
pared by the American Red 
Cross. Throughout this century 
the Red Cross has promoted the 
teaching of infant and child care 
skills in programs for expectant 
parents; new parents and other 
family members; for Red Cross 
disaster preparedness and relief 
workers; for providers of child 
day care; and for others respon- 
sible for the safety and develop- 
ment of children. 

Several social trends are 
influencing the need for well- 
trained babysitters. More par- 
ents, both women and men, are 
working outside the home. There 
are more single parent families. 
Older brothers and sisters often 
take responsibility for younger 
family members. Finally, the 
increased amount of child devel- 
opment and parenting literature 
available to the public has 
heightened concern for babysit- 
ters to provide both a safe and a 
wholesome environment for 
children. 

For young people, babysitting 
is one of the first opportunities 
to earn money and to learn 
responsibilities. These young 
people need to know what to 
expect when they approach the 
job. What questions should they 


course 


ask parents? How should they 
conduct themselves regarding 
the television set, telephone use, 
and snacks? What should they 
do in an emergency? How will 
they know if they have an emer- 
gency? How do they diaper 
infants? How do they play with 
children of different ages? How 
do they stay in control of the sit- 
uation? 


In some cases, participants in 
this course may be students 
preparing for day-care work or 
students caring for physically or 
mentally disabled children in 
the home. These students will 
need to know how to prepare for 
longer stays with children. They 
will benefit from more informa- 
tion about the characteristics of 
different age groups, group play 
and socialization, child disci- 
pline, nutrition and baby care 
skills.

defer their dreams of a single 
family home. 

According to GBREB MLS 
President Alfred Patrick, Jr. of 
the Field Corporation in 
Brookline, the inventory of 
homes for sale has increased 
over the past several months 
from what he termed the 
“depleted” supply that had been 
available in the spring.

Don’t forget to tell the IRS 
new forwarding address 


When moving most people 
inform the Postal Service of 
their forwarding address. This 
gets their mail forwarded to 
them for a limited period of 
time. “However, taxpayers 
should send the IRS a forward- 
ing address too,” said Francine 
Crowley, Boston IRS District 
Director. 

The mail is still the most 
common way that most people 
deal with the IRS, therefore 
there are numerous reasons why 
taxpayers would want the IRS to 
know of their address change. 

Each year the IRS sends out 
millions of tax refund checks, 
some of which go undelivered. 
“One of the reasons for this is 
taxpayers move after submitting 
their return and fail to notify us 
of their new address,” said 
Crowley. 


‘Taxpayers receive a tax pack- 
age each year just prior to the 
tax filing season that contains 
tax forms and instructions. This 
package is generally mailed to 
the taxpayer’s last known tax fil- 
ing address. 

Finally, being out of touch 
and not receiving a notice of 
additional tax due can be expen- 
sive for a taxpayers. Even 
though people may not receive 
an additional IRS notice about 
owed taxes, the penalties and 
interest on tax debt continue to 
grow. 

IRS Form 8822, “Change of 
Address,” is a simple one page 
form that can be used by indi- 
viduals and businesses to alert 
the IRS of a new address. The 
form can be ordered by calling 
toll-free 1-800-829-3676.

The 
North American River Otters 
belong to the Northern Forest 
Biome, although they have their 
own exhibit. Like the fishers, 
river otters are members of the 
family Mustelidae, as are 
skunks, badgers, minks, ferrets 
and weasels. 


All of these animals have 
musk glands and  non- 
retractable claws. The otter’s 
body is long and sinuous, with a 
powerful, tapered tail. They can 
grow to a length of 3-4 feet, 
including a 12-20 inch tail, and 
weigh between 10 and 25 pounds. 
River otters live in streams, 
inlets, lakes, and coastal waters, 
preferring fresh water, although 
they may venture into marine 
covers. They are found in most 
of North America, from the Rio 
Grande to Canada and Alaska. 


Otters have flat heads and 
small eyes, and can close their 
ears and nostrils. These features 
are adaptations for swimming 
as are their webbed feet. Otters 
can swim underwater for 1/4 
mile, can dive down to 60 feet, 
and can stay submerged for 6-8 
minutes. They also reach swim- 
ming speeds of up to seven 
miles per hour. Otters prefer to 
swim upstream, holding their 
front legs against their body and 
using the tail and hind legs to 
steer as they glide along. 


Otters hunt animals in the 
water, chiefly at night. Their 
prey includes fish, frogs, cray- 
fish, turtles, insects and small 
mammals or birds. Otters catch 
fish with their teeth, usually 
after driving the fish into shal-

low water. They eat small fish 
while swimming on their backs, ~ 
but carry larger fish onto land 
before eal them. Otters do 
not hib te, and in winter, 
hunt under the ice. They have 
béen trained to catch fish and 
bring them back on command in 
China, and to drive fish into nets 


Although the North American 
river otter s not yet endangered, 
it is threateried by habitat 
destruction through construc- 
tion, lowering of water levels, 
and ‘pollution. A close relative, 
the Southern river otter, is 
endangered by over-! -hunting. 
Because otters may attack con- 
fined waterfowl or fish, bounties 
have been place on the otter, 
and they have completely disap- 
peared from much of their for- 
mer habitat. More than 99,000 
otters were killed for the U.S. 
fashion industry before this was 
legally outlawed in 1968. 


There are 11 species of otters, 
North American otters have 
from two-four babies, called 
“kits,” and may give birth twice 
a year. They dig dens on land or 
use abandoned ones lined with 
dry vegetation. Baby otters are 
usually born between April and 


June, although female otters 
have the ability to delay giving 
birth until conditions for raising 
the young are optimum. Young 
otters venture out of the den at 
about 12 weeks old, and mature 
in two-three years. Otters rarely 
breed in captivity, but zoos have

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Stone tells us a story that 
could be lifted from any newspa- 
per about any criminal that has 
sparked the attention of our 
national psyche. In this case, it 
is the fictional Mick and Malory 
Knox, a damaged young couple 
that tear through the Southwest 
on a killing spree. Soon, these 
two mass murderers are media 
darlings with a huge following of 
slavering fans, 

Woody Harrelson and Juliette 
Lewis are the psychically dam- 
aged young lovers who shoot 
their way into the consciousness 
of the American public, Without 
making excuses for these two, 
Stone uses flashbacks to unwrap 
the ugliness and abuse of their 
respective childhoods. Without 
meaning to, you find sympathy 
in these nihilistic murderers 
simply because they are a prod- 
uct of an environment of vio- 
lence that has become our cul- 
ture. 

It is, of course, not a great 
stretch to parody a media that 
has turned into a tabloid circus 
in the past couple of years. But 
Stone delivers his message with 
a masterful punch. There are 7 
musical selections and over 
2,000 cuts, meaning Stone’s 
imagery will literally engulf 
you. It is a technique that is so 
bloated, so over-the-top, that it 
works. It works so well, at least 
for me, that I want to see this 
film a second time. I suspect, 
however, such a bombastic edit- 
ing style will push the film into 
the love it or hate it category, 

The most interesting aspect 
of the film, which is based on a 
Quentin Tarantino story, is that 
Stone moves past the argument 
of whether the violence in our 
movies and on our TVs begets 
violence. We are already numb 
to the constant parade of 
Bobbitts, Menendezes and 
Simpsons. We are a people with- 
out sympathy, says Stone, who 
uses Mickey and Malory to drive 
home his point. 

Perhaps even nidre distarb- 
ing than Mickey and Malory, or 
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even their fans, are the good 
guys. Tommy Lee Jones is a red- 
neck prison warden and Tom 
Sizemore a disturbed cop who 
are at least as morally repre- 
hensible as Mick and Mallory. 
In fact, there is a clearer sense 
of moral outrage oozing out of 
the murderous couple. The most 
unconscionable person on the 
screen is Robert Downey, Jr’s 
tabloid journalist. A media pros- 
titute who would do anything for 
ratings, Downey’s frenetic hus- 
tling makes for an uncomfort- 
ably realistic performance. 


The usually unexceptional 
Harrelson has never been more 
effective than as the raging 
delivery boy who saves his 
working class sweetie from her 
vile family. Rodney Dangerfield 
is superb as Mallory’s lascivious 
father, whom Stone presents in a 
vicious sit-com scenario. 
Surprisingly, Harrelson, with his 
cool cruelty and palpable sexi- 
ness, is a match for Lewis’ ner- 
vous sexuality and angry ener- 
gy. The two should burn them- 
selves into cinematic history 
with this important film. 


Corrina, Corrina stars 
Whoopi Goldberg as an educat- 
ed black woman in the 1960s 
who can only find work as a 
housekeeper. Recently widowed 
Ray Liotta hires her to care for 
his house and unhappy young 
daughter, Tina Majorino. 
Goldberg uses love, common 
sense and laughter to help this 
family heal. In many ways, the 
film is a charmer, but much too 
sweet to have much impact. 
Writer/director Jessie Nelson, 
who based this on her own child- 
hood, keeps it breezy, whereas a 
little grit was needed.
